Tue people of Kansas have sanctioned 
by at least 20,000 majority a constitu- 
tional amendment prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of liquors in the state. 
The friends of temperance made special 
efforts in favor of the amendment on 
election day, that being the principal 
question in most localities. In all the 
cities, and many small towns, the ladies 
electioneered for the cause of temper- 
ance, and had tempting lunches spread 
in the vicinity of the polls, which voters 
partook of freely, the only consideration 
being a promise to vote fur the amend- 
ment. The amendment will go into 
effect when the vote is canvassed and 
published by authority of the state board, 
and in the opinion of many lawyers this 
will abrogate all licenses heretofore 
granted by any municipal law. It also 
virtually repeals the present dram-shop 
act of the state relating to the granting of 
licenses.

The Next Apportionment. 

The republicans are greatly displeased 
with every study they make of the re- 
eult of the census, and they begin to 
admit that the increase of political power 
which they once hoped for under the 
new census will not be realized. If the 
house of the future consists of 205 mem- 
bers, orthe present number, it is no 
admitted by such papers as the New 
York Times that New England will lose 
four members and the middie states six, 
while the south will gain three members 
and the northwest seven. The gain 
and losses do not of course de- 
pend upon a house of any 
great size; but we use 
293 as a basis, because 
it is the size of the house at present, and 
because the probabilities strongly are 
that the sizeof the »opular branch of 
congress will not be aanged. The ratio 
on the other hand will doubtless go up 
from 131,425 to a sum a little less than 
170,000.

Mosely, which occurred at the car-shed Tues- 
day, and the arrest of Jobn Horton, charged 
with the offense. 

It also stated that an arrest had been made 
at Fairburn, and two others at LaGrange 
and that it was thought’ that 
the right parties had been cap- 
tured, and had the West Point train been 
on time yesterday morning the truth might 
have been verified, as Captain Connolly re- 
turned to the city having two of the men 
in charge who were identified by Mr. 
Mosely as the parties who robbed him. 
Soon after the robbery was committed 
yesterday Mr. Musely offered a reward of two 
hundred dollars for the arrest of the pick- 
pockets. Captain Connolly at once brought 
into requisition his best energies and be- 
gan working up the case. By vigi 
lant inquiry he _  ascer:ained that 
the man whose arrest had been made came 
over the Western and Atlantic railroad in 
company with four or five others. Going 
to the station-house he gave Horton a 
thorough search, but failed to find anything 
additional to what was taken from him 
when imprisoned. However, he noticed 
that the railroad ticket which Horton had, 
and which entitled the holder to a ride from 
Cincinnati to Montgomery, was marked 
across the face “theatrical.’’ Taking this es 
a beginning, Captain Connolly began his 
work which had such a favorable termina- 
tion. Going to the telegraph office, be tele- 
graphed to the police at Fairburn and 
afterwards LaGrange and West Point, tell 
ing them to arrest all parties having tickets 
similarly marked. This telegram caused 
the arrest of James Donovan, at Fairburn, 
and Lewis Wilson, at LaGrange, who were 
easily identified by Mr. Mosely. i 

At 5 o'clock Tuesday evenin’ Captain 
Conno ly, accompanied by Officers Veal and 
Watkins and Mr. Mosely, started down the 
West Point road. At Fairburn they viewed 
Donovan and instructed the officers to hold 
him until their return. They then weut 
on to LaGrange where they learned that 
although the officials of that piace had 
made the arrest, the parties were in West 
Point awaiting them. 

At West Point they found the officers in 
charge of one man who gave bis name as 
Lewis Wilson, This official stated to Cap- 
tain Conrolly that be could have bad an 
other man but that a gentleman on the 
train claimed to be in charge of him and 
that he subsequently escap«d 

Securing Wilson, who was identified by 
Mr. Mosely, the ¢ fficers started back to At- 
lanta. At Fairburn they took charge of 
Du: ovan, and chaining thetwo together, 
came on to town, where they arrived about 
5:30a.m. The prisonérs were at once taken 
io the station-house, clesely searched and 
locked up. 

Whilst in the office awaiting a search one 
of them by slow progress, reached the v.cin- 
ity of the door leading to the hall, when he 
suddenly madea bold juwp and ran through 
the hall to the street, down which he went 
ata rapid rate. Officer Haynes happened 
to see him as be passed through the dwor, 
and giving the alarm started in pursuit. 
The fugitive ran down Pryor street towards 
Hunter, up which he turned, and when 
just arourd the corner leaped upon some 
bales of cotton and  ~by throwing 
himself flat attempted to hide 
from his pursuers, but Joe, the colored boy 
whois employed atthe station house spied 
bim ard grabbing bim held him fast til! 
Captain Connolly came up. He was taken 
pack to the station house and locked 
up this time. 

Afterthey had been searched and locked 
up it Was suggested that they might pos- 
sibly have the money concealed in their 
underclotbing, and for the purpose of as- 
certaining Wilson was brought out and 
stripped and a more mintite search Com- 
menced. His clothifig were closely inves- 
tigated but as before nothing was found 
aid a further search was about 
to be abandoned when Office Watkins be. 
gan searching the hems of his undershirt. 
Aftersome littletime thus employed he 
felt something inthe front of the shirt just 
over the man’s left breast, but no sooner 
than bis hand touched it Wilson cried cut, 
“that’s my own individual money, you 
haveno rightto it. There is just $630,” 
and sure enough there was. 

Just inside the shirt and near the collar 
was founda pocket which extends to the 
waist. The money was putin above ani 
slipped down where it was found.

Wilson’s seerch Donovan was 
next brought eut and divested of 
his clothing acd after some time snent 
another secret pocket was found, this time 
in the back of the neck of his undershirt. 
Here $1,065 was found. Then Horton, who 
was arrested Tuesday at the car-shed, was 
brought out and egain a secret pocket ais- 
covered.

Mosely says he can swear was with the 
money taken from his pocket. 

Judge Hillyer, in order to obviate Mr. 
Mosely’s return to Atlanta as a witness 
yesterday. caused a special grand jury to 
be summoned and this morning the charges 
agair st the prisoners will be broughtto their 
attention apd if true bills are found their 
trials will at once be®had, as the superior 
court is now ir session. 

To Captain Connolly’s untiring energy, 
devotion to justice aud great detective 
ability, which israpidly gaining for him a 
reputation second to none in the south, is 
due the arrest of the accused. When he 
undertook the case Mr. Mosely offered a 
reward of $200 for the arrest of 
the parties, bug after the money had been 
recovered, when Mr. Mosely offered to pay 
it over he generously refused, though sec- 
tion 407 of the city laws goveruing the work 
of the police force, authorizes the taking of 
rewards for the capture of criminals. 

Horton, the first arrested, is a medium 
sized man, with sandy hair and beard.

Lewis Wilson, who is a small man, with 
a sbarp, keen face, has but one arm and 
only three fingers) He had, when arrested,
